•Tammany Ball U so strongly Intrenched 
and so well able to cover up Its crimes tha 
it is difficult, If not Impossible, to fnrnls 
what might be called a mathematical de- 
monstration of its numerous intitules. T 
arrive at a conviction, however, araountin 
to moral certainty that snob. Infamies c 
really exist, Is an easy thing far any on 
who gives the slightest attention to tb 


Just now Dr. Keeley Is eliciting a great 


deal of adverse criticism from other mem- 
bers of the profession and from some jour- 
nalists because be keeps the secret of bis 
bi-chloride of gold treatment to himself. 
The New York Sun and the Chicago Herald 
have been after him in rather vigorous 
fashion. In The San of last Wednesday 
was the following editorial: 


"We are glad to see that our effort to 


have the incalculably important secret that 
appears to He in the Keeiey treatment of 
drunkards spread before the world. like all 
great remedies for human ills, is seconded 
tiy so Important a journal as the Chicago 
lierald. Oar contemporary is sound when 
it says that by keeping secret his alleged 
care for drunkenness, Dr. Keeley "Has 
proved recreant to the noblest principle of 
his profession, which forbids any member 
to deprive any portion ot mankind of a true 
remedial agent discovered through the 
science of medicine." 
Dr. Keeley has done more. If his remedj 


Is the real and beneficial discovery which he 
and bis patients declare, as a physician he 
has done vast injury to multitudes of people 
who are afflicted with drunkenness. Be is 
not a healer loyal to the noblest principle 
and practice of the medical art, but the ven 
der of a proprietary medicine, wbo is mer- 
cilessly enriching himself at the expense ef 
the sufferers from the dreadful disease of 
drunkenness. 


Oar correspondents who undertake to de- 


fend Dr. Keeley by saying that he is ex- 
tending bis means for mating drunkards at 
Dwight and establishing other hospitals in 
different part; of the union, do not touch 
the principle of this case. Professionally, 
bis conduct U indefensible, lie has no title 
to the name of bent tactor as Jenner enjoys 
it. He is simply increasing his plant as a 
manufacturer and auiiiey maker. For the 
sake of money, he sacrific-s his own repute 
as a physician and the scientific repute of 
his remedy, and blosks the boundless 
spread of a perhaps unequalled blessing.1' 


That is one side of the case. However, 


Dr. Keeley has hundreds of friends who 
stand by him io his resolve to keep the 
treatment 
a secret. These must admit 


that he has violated the professional rule of 
publicity that prevails among 
doctors. 


"But," say these friends, "that rule is not 
the only one of life. As the world presents 
itself today. It becomes Dr. Keeley's duty 
to first look out for himself. There is such 
a thing as bu^mf?,-. in any profession, and 
the man who neglects that item will find 
that all the others have taken wings. 


Attention is directed by these friends to 


the years of labor in obscurity that were 
necessary to the perfection of Dr. Keeley's 
care. During those years he sought the 
assistance of other members of the profes- 
sion but failed to get it. Because of the 
lack of this assistance and sympathy the 
world was delayed 10 years in getting 
news of tbe discovery. It is urged that 
as the profession was willing to have the 
world wait during these 10 years, it is not 
now in a position to howl that tbe secret be 
given up in a day just at tbe time it be- 
comes a business success. 


These friends insist that Dr. Keeley is 


' entitled to some substantial reward on his 


own account It is a little hard for those 
outside the medical profession to see why 
Edison should be entitled to millions for a 
discovery in electricity while Dr. Keeley 
must be coateot with a bare-boned fame for 
a more important discovery in medicine. 
It one investigator is worthy ot his hire, by 
what rule do you take it away from 
another? The answer is. "the rule of the 
profession." The reply to this is that this 
rule bas no force outside the profession, 
and the present attempt is to put Dr. 
Keeley on trial and convict him before the 
world. 


And it is further urged that Dr. Keeley 


is compelled to keep his discovery to him- 
self for gome time in order to secure even the 
fame that is connected with It. Had he 
published his formulas months ago, there 
would have arisen in different parts of the 
country a dozen men to claim that they had 
applied tbe same treatment for years with 
(wd success. Dr. Kealey cau best shut 
these fellows oil by practicing conspicu- 
ously aione until his fame is established. 


And It must not be thought that it is only 


matter.'"

York. That committee used up a grei 
deal of the state's money in making H 
investigation. Mr. Fassett ought to hav 
some specific proof of Tammany's thieving 
if there is such a thing.

"moral certainty" The Sun bas the folio* 
to say: 


The Fassett "certainty," moreover, i 


usually a guess or an impression, lie wa 
certain that he voted for the confirmation o 
Michael Kickard as Railroad Coinruissone 
but he was obliged to admit that he wa 
mistaken. He is morally certain of every 
thing and anything that it suits bis purpose 
to assume or invent- He d3es not dis 
tinguish between fact and fiction, or else h 
belongs to the class of people who think to 
much of tbe truth to tell it very often. 


If Mr. Fassett, depending on his mora 


certainty, hud made against any citizen o 
this town such malicious and unfounded ac 
cusations as he has made against Tumman 
Hall, he would have had to ask Mr. Tlatt t 
bail him out on a charge of criminal libel.
